During the week ending the 8tli February, 1947, in 
British India (excluding S'nd) and m tiio Indian States 
shown in this statement, the total number of deaths recorded 
in 223 towns having a population oi 30, GUO and over was 
8,913. Tho inid-yoar estimated popidalion ol these - towns 
was 20,098,612 and tho doatli rate was 17-8 per thousand of 
the population. Birtha in the same towns numbered 
13,786 giving a birth rate of 27-5 per thousand of the 
population. In British Lidia alone the corresponding 
birth and death rates were 27' 1 and 17 8 per thousand of 
the population respectively. 

(A) British India . — In British India there was no town 
which had a high death rate of 60 or over per thousand of 
the population.
